In short, any 


study worth a snap of the fingers must cover 
all of the years that Nebraska's public power 
program has been in existence, not with the 
idea of forestalling or substantiating criticism 
but for the sole purpose of determining the facts. 


That is a big. ambitious undertaking in the 


brief time that remains before the next Ne- 
braska unicameral legislature convenes.

stocks. The leaves o: all the vari- 
eties are deeply corded and most 
of them are lance-shaped as are 
leaves of the 
Plantain 
family. 


They are hardy and of easy culti- 
vation, doing well in moist, shady 
places., and their ornamental foli- 
age makes neat attractive clumps 
until cut down by a hard frost. 
They are propagated by division 
of the stools and only seldom by 
their seeds, for some do not pro- 
duce seed capsules.

Wiley Urges Britain To Reappraise Policy On Europe Army 


...Senator To See rhnrrkill T^J«»—~

.Senator To See Churchill Today 


LONDON (INS)-Sen. Alexander 


Wiley urged Britain Monday to 
make "an agonizing reappraisal' 
of its policy and participate ac- 
tively in a European army*. 


On the eve of conferring with 


British Prime Minister Sir Wins- 
ton Churchill the chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee told International News Serv- 
ice in an exclusive interview: 


"I am satisfied there is a great 


desire among the states of Europe 
and, I believe in the hearts of the 
common people, that a 
united 


grouping can and will be formed. 


"I am an optimist and I think 


the pressure of events is such that 
something will have to come into 
being soon." 


Asked 
if 
he 
thought 
Britain 


should be an active part of any 
European army Wiley said: 


"I believe Britain is part of 


Europe and while I understand 
her desire to make common cause 
with the Commonwealth I think 
that the matter of self-defense is 
of such a character as to require 
a new look—or an agonizing re- 
appraisal if you will."

praisal" is the one which U. S. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said last December would 
be imposed on the American pol- 
icy-makers m their attitude to- 


Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
Wednesday to discuss means of 
bringing Germany into a Western 
defense system now that France 
has rejected the European De- 
fense Community treaty. 


Wiley will discuss with the two 


British leaders the forthcoming 
nine-power conference which is 
shaping up and may be called 
early next week to consider Ger- 
man rearmament and request for 
full sovereignty. 


Canada, at its request, will be 


the ninth nation. The others are 
the United States, Britain, and 
the six original E.D.C. signatories, 
France, Garmany, Italy, Belgium, 
Luxembourg and The Netherlands. 


Wiley is expected to get a cool

Lincoln Public School officials, 


with 
buildings already bulging 


with youngsters, wait anxiously to 
see what effect the Lincoln Air 
Force Base is going to have on 
enrollment. 


Approximately 17,000 pupils, ex- 


clusive of Air Force off-spring, 
are expected on the opening day, 
Sept. 13. This is about 750 more 
than were registered last year. 


However, school officials have 


expressed the belief that the situa-1 
lion will not be as serious as an- 
ticipated. The Air Force has pre- 
dicted that 2,700 children will be 
added to the school system. 


It is believed that many of these 


families will not' move to Lincoln 
until the men, officially stationed 
at LAFB, complete training at 
bases in Kansas and Florida late 
this fall. 


The children of families now liv- 


ing here will be among the new 
pupils registering Sept. 7 to 9. 
Not till then will school officials 
have any idea of how great the 
influx will be. 


School officials have been keep- 


ing track of housing vacancies to 
determine which school districts 
may have the greatest influx of 
new students. So far, they report, 
the vacancies seem well scattered 
among the districts. 


A serious problem could exist if 


all new pupils were concentrated 
in a few of the schools. 


There will be a teacher in every 


room in the city to help meet 
demands of the growing school 
population. Sixty extra teachers 
have been hired, bringing the staff 
lo about 800. 


Extensive remodeling has been 


done in many buildings so that 
every available classroom will be 
in use. 


One of the most unique projects 


is that in Eastridge. The Board of 
Education has purchased five new 
homes from Strauss Bros., build- 
ers of Eastridge addition. T h e 
houses, located at the east end of 
Randolph, are complete except for 
interior partitions. Each house is 
one big classroom. Kindergarten 
through sixth grade pupils in the 
area will use the facilities. 


Other projects include: 
Saratoga: Library converted into 


a classroom. 


Prescott: Cafeteria moved to the 


basement, making room for three 
additional classrooms. 


Elliott: Two rooms on first floor 


remodeled for class use. 


Havelock-: Old junior high school 


building reconditioned for grade 
school use. 


Holmes: Prefab buildings, un- 


used last year, will again be put 
to use. 


Park: All rooms to be occupied. 


The building has been only about 
half full. 


Clinton: All rooms to be used for 


first time in many years. 


Northeast: New wing added pro- 


viding 15 more rooms to facilitate 
additional pupils from old Have- 
lock Junior High. 


Irving: Two large rooms parti- 


tioned making four classrooms.

Rejection Praised 


One editorial praised France's 


rejection of a European army, and 
claimed the "glorious French Com- 
munist party" had headed the 
fight against EDC. But it said that 
the struggle against German re- 
armament was not ended. 


The second editorial called for 


an international fight against the 
"revival of Japanese militarism." 
It claimed the United States was 
making "tremendous efforts to in- 
volve Japan in the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO)." 


It said: "The policy of militariz- 


ing Japan and drawing it into ag- j 
pressive 
military 
pacts 
of 
the ' 


SEATO type runs counter not only 
to the vital interests of the Jap- 
anese people but also to the in- 
terests of other Asian peoples and 
in the first place to the peoples 
of China and Korea." 


Military Bogey 


Diplomats here said the editor- 


ials made it appear that the corn- 
inform plans to build up the bogey 
of Japanese militarism as much 
as possible. 


"It seems the Communists hope 


to scare the Southeast Asians in 
the same way they have terrified 
many Europeans about German 
rearmament and thus prevent a 
SEATO alliance," commented one 
Western observer. 


Aims Set Forth 


The editorial set forth the Krem- 


lin's aims regarding Japan: 


No participation in SEATO or 


other military bl^cs, withdrawal of 
American occupation troops, can- 
cellation of all treaties and agree- 
ments signed between Japan and 
the U.S., the liquidation of mono- 
polies and the c r e a t i o n of a 
"peace-loving democratic state"— 
a Communist term applied to all 
Soviet satellites. 


The editorial claimed "American 


schemes of reviving Japanese mil- 
itarism and transforming 
Japan 


into a springboard for American 
aggression" were meeting steadily 
mounting resistance in Japan. 


In its editorial on Europe, the 


cominform Journal declared Rus- 
sia's proposal for a general Euro- 
pean collective security agreement 
•was the only answer to German 
rearmament. It called on Eu- 
ropean Communists to do all they 
could to prevent .formation of a 
German army under some alterna- 
tive agreement now that France 
has rejected EDC.

lie Biggs said Monday that the 
Star Packing Co. plant east Of Sid 
ney will be out of operation for an 
undetermined length of time as the 
result of the collapse of tlje ceiling 
of the main cooling and refrigera' 
tion room. 


Biggs said the collapse may have 


been caused by wind or by an ex- 
plosion in the refrigeration sys 
tem. 


About $15,000 worth of processed 


beef and pork fell when the ceil- 
ing collapsed, °Biggs said. Mem- 
bers of Co. K, Sidney National 
Guard unit, wearing gas, masks 
as protection against ammonia 
gas, assisted in carrying meal 
from the collapsed cooler to other 
refrigeration units. 


Biggs said he hoped half of the 


meat could be salvaged. Included 
was some 4-H baby beef purchased 
at the Cheyenne Co. fair baby beef 
auction last week.

MCCARTHY SIDE

WASHINGTON Mi—In an appar- 


ent switch in plans, Sen. McCar- 
thy's attorney announced Monday 
night that witnesses will be called 
in the defense against 46 censure 
charges leveled at the Wisconsin 
Republican and McCarthy will not 
be the first to testify. 


McCarthy's initial announcement 


had said he would be the only 
witness for the defense. 


Edward Bennett Williams, the 


senator's chief counsel, told a re- 
porter of his plans to call other 
witnesses in announcing ''we're 
ready to start" the defense when 
public hearings resume Tuesday 
before a special Senate committee. 
He declined to say whom he would 
call. 


Williams said he expected Mc- 


Carthy to take the stand for two 
days, probably starting Thursday, 
and that it "would be a good 
guess" the defense would rest on 
Friday. 


The attorney would not speculate 


when the committee might end its 
inquiry into the censure charges 
brought against McCarthy by three 
fellow senators. He said that was 
up to the committee.

carefully stowed in a tin can with 
some leafy stuff for nourishment. 


Harrell, a bird expert rather 


than an msect-and-worm-mar, said 
he came across the penpatus by 
accident last week while on a sur- 
vey trip on Bano Colorado Island, 
in the Panama Canal Zone. 


But, 
knowing that it was a rare 


creature, he brought it here. 


"I was just showing it to some- 


one after I arrived," he told re- 
porters, "when it started produc- 
ing a young penpatus. I'd say the 
whole birth took about an hour. 


The mother is about three inches 


long, the babies less than an inch. 
Each has antenna-like structures 
jutting out from the head. 


Saying that text books toint out 


that the penpatus gives birth to 
only a telatively few young a year 
at best, one scientist said it was 
"downright 
accommodating for 


this particular mother to time her 
delivery to coincide with a rneet- 
ing of more than 1,000 biologists."

increased 4 7 per cent in the fiscal 
year ended last June 30th, as com- 
pared with the previous year. 


But the state tax burden in the 


Cornhusker state still was lower 
per person than in all states ex- 
cept New Jersey and Kentucky 


The information bulletin of the 


Nebraska Citizens Council reported 
Tuesday that the 4.7 per cent in- 
crease in total state tax collections 
last year virtually coincides with 
the nationwide average increase of 
4.9 per cent. 


Nebraska 
tax 
collections per 


capita increased 6 5 per cent or 
from S44.22 the previous year to 
$47.12 last year. For the country 
as a whole the average was S70.3I. 


New Jersey averaged S39.ll and 


Kentucky averaged 
S46 59. New 


Jersey, like Nebraska, has no gen- 
eral sales or income tax. 


Taxes for state purposes varjr 


from New Jersey's low to a high 
of SI 16.89 per person in Deleware. 


The greatest increases in the 


average Nebraskan's tax bill, ac- 
cording to the council, were in 
motor fuels taxes, up 20.5 per cent, 
and license taxes, up 59 3 per cent 
on a per capita basis. 


Motor fuels taxes now bring in 


528,295,000 a year, or 44 6 per cent 
of the state's total tax revenue. 


Property taxes, on the other 


hand, slid from 521.684,000 to $17,- 
953,000 during the year. This 15.7 
per cent decline was the first drop 
in state property taxes in more 
than a decade. 


Tobacco tax collections declined 


2 per cent, while death and gift 
taxes slumped 68.9 per cent. 


The mam reason for the rise in 


gas tax collections was the one 
cent a gallon increase imposed by 
the 1953 Legislature. Motor vehicle 
license fees also were hiked during 
that session.

successfully flown "a few weeks 
ago." 


He said the "torpedo." which 


weighs three and a half tons "suc- 
cessfully lifted itself into the air 
without the aid of wings or rotors 
of any kind." 


'Good Progress' 


He added: 
"It 
then 
proceeded 
to circle 


around under complete control for 
about 10 minutes and landed with- 
out trouble." 


The supply minister added that 


"good progress" had been made 
in perfecting techniques that will 
enable the craft "to take off ver- 
tically from a normal horizontal 
position." 


He explained that the necessary 


upward lift could be provided by 


downward f a c i n g jet streams 
whose direction could be varied to 
control the anple of climb. The lift, 
he added, could be provided either 
by small subsidiary engines or by 
deflection of jet streams from the 
craft's main power units. Sandys 
refused further details and noted: 


"I can hardly call it an aircraft 


for it really is no more than an 
engine with a pilot mounted on 
top." 


Sandys disclosure was made at 


the dinner preceding Tuesday's 
opening of the British aircraft in- 
dustry's 15th annual air show at 
Farnborough.
